planter writes to the Charleston News as 
follows : : 


I observe that you estimate the growing 
rice crop of Georgia and this State at 46,- 
I fear these figures cannot be 
realized, as the late spring freshet forced 
the majority of the planters to plant their 
rice from the 18th of May tothe 25th of 
June, These two months have ever been 
regarded as fatal to a successful crop, as the 
rice is in milk during the period that the 
rice bird preys upon it. So destructive are 
these birds that hundreds of acres of rice 
were totally destroyed by them last 

while many crops that would have yielded 
forty and fifty bushels had they been plant- 
ed at the usual time, in March and April, 
were reduced to ten and fifteen bushels per 
acre. The difficulty of obtaining means 
prevented many from planting, which has 
reduced the amount of land planted in rice 
in this district to one-half the quantity 
seeded last year, and of this quantity but 
three thousand acres have been planted at 
the usual time, in March and April, which 
is less than was planted last year, while the 
remainder of the crop was planted about 
the same time last year. These facts ren- 
der it almost certain that there cannot be 
more rice sent to market this year than was 
sent last year.

Agra- 
rianism was bad enough, and wicked 
enough, but agrarianism observed some 
show of equality. But repudiation, or 
which is the same thing as stay laws, that 
in effect, make the debt worthless, is more 
wicked, more unequal, by far, than agra- 
rianism. It robs Peter to pay Paul; it 
takes from A to pay B. In short, it makes 
the creditor pay the debtor for his lost_ne- 
groes, to the extent, at least of the debt- 
or’s indebtedness. Why make my note 
pay for the negroes lost or taken, and leave 
my neighbors land or mules untouched ? 
Why not make the land and mules share 
the loss? Read the first section of the 
tirst article of the Constitution recently 
adopted, and which you have just sworn 
tosupport. It declares that the paramount 
duty of Government is the protection of 
persons and property, and shall be impar- 
tial and complete. And the fifth section 
of same article says that the right of the 
people to appeal tothe courts shall never 
be impaired. How dare you in the face of 
these wise provisions, not only not protect 
but destroy my property, my promissory 
note, and shut the door of the courthouse 
against me, so that Icannotsecure my rights 
under my note.

The Legisla- 
ture disgraces itself when it seeks to get 
round this provision by the flimsy pretext 
that it can so frame the remedy as to stay 
for ever, or for years at least, the collection 
of debts, without impairing their obliga- 
tion. None but a fool or knave, would use 
such an argument. What is the meaning 
of the wordimpair? To say the legst, it 
may safely be said that whatever seriously 
injures, impairs, so that the Legislature is 
prohibited from using its power over the 
remedy in sucha way as seriously to injure 
the debt. The prohibition is universal. 
The State can do nothing that se- 
riously injures contracts. Away then 
with the sinful sophistry that the 
Legislature, upder its power over the 
remedy, can modify and alter this remedy, 
so as, in effect, to make the debt 
much less. Rather a poor remedy, this! 
No, no; the Legislature can do nothing 
that it knows willinjureadebt. If it does, 
it impairs the obligation of acontract. It 
isa well settled principle that the law- 
making power cannot alter or change Jaws 
existing at the time a contract was made, 
so as materially to injure or .atiect this 
contract. 

I have just read the resolution ot the 
Legislature, sanctioned by the Governor, 
staying levies and sales under execution. 
Where are we drifting? Whence does the 
Legislature derive its power to interfere, 
injuriously, with rights vested by the sol- 
emn judgement of a co-ordinate branch of 
the Government? The parliament of Eng- 
land, in its claimed omnipotence, would 
not dare todo suchathing. But especial- 
ly is there no such power claimed by any 
American Legislature, And what sickens 
the heart of the patient, is the fear that 
this Legislative farce would be sustained 
by a majority of our present Supreme

taxation and economy. Other Democratic 
orators take the same ground, if they don’t 
confine themselves so closely to this sub- 
ject. Then there are the labor unions, an 
organization numbering at least half a 
million members in good standing, which 
make this a fundamental article of their 
latform, and which exercised considerable 
ufluence in the construction of the Dem- 
ocratic platform of the July National Con- 
vention in this city. In fact, in every di- 
rection, particularly throughout the West, 
the Democrats are bringing this question 
prominently before the public. 

A great many Bepublicans, too, are for 
paying the five twenties in greenbacks, ac- 
cording to the letter and spirit of the law, 
though the party, as a whole. has not ven- 
tured to make this a part of its creed. It 
was shirked in the Chicago platform, 
though the Republican majority in Con- 

ress did not hesitate to pass a bill to re- 

uce the rate of interest on the debt one- 
third, which practically amounts to about 
the same nn as paying the debt in 
greenbacks. he two most prominent 
Radical leaders in Congress, the late Thad- 
deus Stevens and Ben. Butler, have been 


in legar tenders. Many other Radical 
members entertain the same views, and, 
indeed, there are few Western members of 
that party who do not. Governor Morton, 
of Indiana, goes with the Democrats on 
this question, and, as Mr. Vallandigham 
remarks, “the Indiana Republican Conven- 
tion also went over tothe side of green- 
backs, like sheep crossing a fence, but 
were obliged to be led back by the halter 
by the Chicago Convention.”

HOW SEYMOUR LIVES. 
I reached this. bustling station on the 
New York Central Railroad just at dinner 
time, and making straight for the Butter- 
field House, entered the dining room with 
an appetite sharpened by travel, prepared 
to discuss the solid substances of a dinner 
before canvassing the political situation.
